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GENTLEMEN, 


Q, HAT was the first occafion of intro- 
ducing the fign of the Crofiin Bap- 
tifm, fince the Scripture w filent as 
tu the ufe of thw Ceremcny ? 


A, The chief Reafon why the primitive Chri/ti- 
ans did {o much Honour the Ceremony of the 
Crofs in the Actions of common Life was their 
living among Lutdeis, who ulually objected to 
them in Keproach that the God which they believ- 
ed on, was hanged upon a Crofs. Had the Chrs- 
flians fhown themicives athamed of this Keproach 
which was dai y caft in their Teeth, they might 
not only have #indred the Progrels of their Religi- 
on amongft weaker Mincs, butalfo rendred them- 
felves unwirtiy of che Name they proteffed. The 
beft way therefere that they could take to defeat 
the Malice of ibeir Enemies ia this Refpect, was 
to make t-at 20 Bofign of Honour which the o- 
thers chowgnc to have made a mark of Reproach. 
Notwirhitanding this caretulneis of thetrs to main- 
tain the open Profefiion of Chriftianity was in Pro. 
cefs of time abaied to Superitition, and by Igno- 
ran’ People praétited as a Point of Religion. For 
the practice of this Ceremony became {o common, 
thar they fcarce undertook any the moft trivial 
Attion without croffing themlcives, even when it 
was no longer a Bare or Prevention to keep them 
from Apottacy, and whin they had no longer any 
Conflits with Batphemous Contumelies againtt 
it Bar the oceation that introcuced this Ceremo- 
ny into the S.c auient of Bapuilm, was the felf- 
fame Benefit ot Believers for which ic is ftill tn- 
tended. The Crofs was to them and 1s ftill to us 
aneceffiry admonition ro glety in the Service of 
Pfs Christ, and nat hang down our Heads as 
Men athamed «f ic ; though ir procures us Re- 
Proach in a Wicked World. Shame is a kiad of 
Fear to incurs Difprace and Ignominy: And 


whereas fome things are worthy of Reproach, 
fome things Ignominious only through a falfe Opi- 
nion which Mer have conceived of them. Nature, 
that is generally averfe to opprobrious Reprchen- 
fion, mutt be taught by Reafon and Religion, 
what it fhou’d be afhamed of, and what nor. 
Notwithftanding becanfe the Mind while we are 
in this Life, whether it contemplate, meditate, 
deliberate, or howloever exercile itfelf, works 
nothing without continual recourfe to Imagination 
which is the great Storehoule of Wir, and peculiar 
Chair of Memory ; hence it is thar the Impreffion 
of this fign of the Crois ts ufeful to bring forth- 
with to Mind whatloever the Spirit of Cblrift 
woiks or we have vowed againft Sin. It ferves 
us as afilent Teacher to avoid whatloever may pro- 
cure fhame.
